NYT'S GELB SAYS DESPITE SECSTATE'S COMMENT LAST WEEK THAT

7. CHINA 

AP (TOKYO) CONCLUDES THAT NEW PRC CONSTITUTION REPRESENTS 
VICTORY FOR MAO IN 40- YEAR BATTLE TO BEND PLA TO WILL 
OF CCP. BUT PLA COMMAND MAY HAVE COME TOO LATE TO MEAN 
MUCH TO MAO. CONSTITUTION APPEARS WRITTEN WITH EYE TO 
POST-MAO FUTURE. SHORTER. MORE LIBERAL IN SOME RESPECTS 
THAN 1954 ORIGINAL, IT CLEARLY BEARS CHOU'S IMPRINT, 
EMBODYING HIS MODERATE POLICY BOTH DOMESTICALLY AND 
INTERNATIONALLY. TENG, NAMED ONE OF CCP'S SIX VICE- 
CHAIRMEN AND TO NINE-MEMBER POLITBURO STANDING COMMITTEE. 
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NOW IS IN POSITION TO TAKE OVER BOTH CHOU'S GOVT AND 
PARTY JOBS SHOULD TUT .NESS OR OLD AGE FORCE HIM TO WITH- 
DRAW (BALT N-A, JAN 20). 

RODERICK (AP) SAYS DECISIONS OF NPC AND CCP CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE LEFT CHOU MORE POWERFUL THAN EVER, POLITICALLY 
AND ADMINISTRATIVELY. THEY REPRESENT VICTORY FOR CHOU’S 
MODERATE POLICY OF DETENTE AT HOME AND ABROAD AND REBUFF 
TO HARDLINE RADICAL WING OF PARTY; THEY ALSO APPEAR

SAYING: "WE ARE DETERMINED TO LIBERATE TAIWAN" (GLOBE). 

AP'S PHIL BROWN (TOKYO) REPORTS CHOU DECLARED IN JAN 13 
ADDRESS TO NPC THAT PRC RELATIONS WITH US "WILL CONTINUE 
TO IMPROVE SO LONG AS THE PRINCIPLES OF THE CHINESE- 
AMERICAN SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE ARE CARRIED OUT IN EARNEST" 
(NYDN). NYT CARRIES EXCERPTS FROM CHOU ADDRESS. 

SUN EDIT CITES CONTRAST BETWEEN NEW PRC GOVT AND NEW 
CONSTITUTION THAT SYMBOLIZE MAO’S "BELIEF IN TENSION" 

AS LIFEBLOOD OF VITAL SOCIETY. CHOU HEADS GOVT STAFFED 
BY MODERATES STANDING FOR CONTINUITY AND STABILITY; 

BUT CONSTITUTION IS "RADICAL DOCUMENT REFLECTING MAOIST 
PRECEPTS OF CONTINUING REVOLUTION" AS MEANS OF PREVENTING 
DREAD CURSE OF REVISIONISM. FEELS THERE REALLY CAN BE 
NO RECONCILIATION IN THIS STRUGGLE, NOR WOULD MAO WANT 
IT, HAVING PERSONALLY BEEN CATALYST OF PERIODIC TURMOIL

NEVERTHELESS, US SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED BY PEKING DEVELOPMENTS. 
PRES FORD’S COMING CHINA VISIT SHOULD BE OCCASION FOR 
ANOTHER LARGE STEP TOWARD NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS. 

CITING CHOU'S JAN 13 NPC ADDRESS REFERENCE TO INEVITABILITY 
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OF US-SOVIET WAR, NYDN'S GREENE OBSERVES THAT WHAT FORD 
"COULD WELL DO WITHOUT" IN MIDST OF DOMESTIC PROBLEMS 
WITH ECONOMY, ENERGY, TAXES, ETC, IS PREMIER'S "GLAD-HAND 
ASSISTANCE ...STIRRING UP TROUBLE" BETWEEN US AND SOVIET. 
SAYS UNLESS CHOU SOMEHOW KNEW IN ADVANCE THAT KREMLIN 
PLANNED TO REJECT TRADE AGREEMENT WITH US, HE WAS "MERELY 
CONTINUING HIS CUSTOMARY EFFORTS TO SOW DISCORD" BETWEEN 
US AND SOVIET; IF HE DID HAVE "SNIFF OF WHAT WAS TO COME, 

HE WAS SEIZING AN EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY TO SHOVE IN THE 
NEEDLE, TO SHARPEN THE FRICTION." 

WP S GREENWAY, IN HK, CITES CHOU'S REMARKS ON SINO-US 
RELATIONS - THAT CONTINUED IMPROVEMENTS DEPENDS ON 
PRINCIPLES OF SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE BEING "CARRIED OUT 
IN EARNEST." SAYS THIS WAS HIGH-LEVEL CONFIRMATION OF 
RECENT REPORTS THAT CHINESE ARE DISPLEASED WITH PACE 
OF DETENTE AND WOULD LIKE MORE PROGRESS TOWARDS NORMAL 
DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS AND LESSENING OF US SUPPORT FOR 
ROC, "AS PROMISED" IN COMMUNIQUE. SIMILARLY, SUN'S 
ISAACS, IN HK, SEES PEKING SENDING "LIGHTLY VEILED BUT

AT THAT TIME, THERE WERE NO JABS ON CARRYING OUT SHANGHAI 
COMMUNIQUE; INSTEAD, CHOU CONCENTRATED ON JUSTIFYING 
SINO-US THAW AS "NECESSARY COMPROMISE" SERVING CHINA'S 
INTEREST. BUT IN MONDAY SPEECH, WHILE REAFFIRMING 
CHINA'S WISH FOR IMPROVED RELATIONS WITH US, PREMIER 
ALSO REITERATED STANDARD CHINESE WARNINGS THAT BOTH 
SUPERPOWERS ARE AGGRESSIVE AND DANGEROUS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN HK, LELYVELD (NYT) POINTS OUT THAT CHOU, IN NPC 
ADDRESS, OFFERED NO EXPLANATION FOR MAO'S ABSENCE 
FROM PEKING PROCEEDINGS. NOTES MAO, THOUGHT TO BE 
IN HUNAN PROVINCE. RECEIVED FOREIGN GUESTS DURING THIS 
PERIOD, SEEMING TO HINT THEREBY THAT IT WAS NOT HIS 
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HEALTH THAT WAS KEEPING HIM FROM CAPITAL. TO CASUAL 
LISTENER, THERE WAS MORE OF MAO IN CHOU'S ADDRESS THAN 
OF HIMSELF; BUT IF TONE WAS SELF-EFFACING, EFFECT WAS 
REMARKABLE REASSERTION OF PREMIER'S LEADERSHIP. 

TO LAT'S ELEGANT, IN HK, BOTH SPIRIT AND WORDING OF NEW 
PRC CONSTITUTION BREATHED SPIRIT OF CONCILIATION AND 
CONCERN FOR CHINESE COMMON PEOPLE. IN FORM AND SPIRIT, 

IT SETS CHINA ON NEW ROAD TOWARD, IT IS HOPED, EVENTUAL 
GREATER PERSONAL FREEDOM OF SPEECH, ACTION AND ENTERPRISE. 
REUTER'S GRIFFITHS, IN PEKING, SAYS NPC APPEARS TO 
HAVE SIGNALLED NEW ERA OF STABILITY FOR PRC DURING ITS 
FIVE-DAY SESSION. PERHAPS ITS MOST IMPORTANT MOVE WAS 

TO ABOLISH HEAD OF STATE POST AND PUT PLA SUPREME COMMAND 
IN MAO'S HANDS - INSURING THAT ANY FUTURE OPPOSITION 
MOVEMENT IS DEPRIVED OF LEGAL BASIS FOR ITS ACTIONS. 

S-N'S BRADSHER, IN HK, HOLDS THAT MAO HAS BEEN TURNED 
INTO INSTITUTIONALIZED IMAGE, RATHER THAN STILT .-ACTIVE 
PRC LEADER, IN NEW CONSTITUTION. SAYS DOCUMENT "EMBALMED 
MAO'S POLITICAL THOUGHT" WHILE MAKING IT POSSIBLE FOR 
PRAGMATIC LEADERSHIP UNDER CHOU TO CONTINUE ITS FLEXIBLE, 
PRACTICAL MARXIST MANAGEMENT OF COUNTRY. SOLE CONSTITUTIONAL 
POWER GIVEN MAO WAS PLA COMMAND, AND THIS WAS DONE WITHOUT 
NAMING HIM PERSONALLY - ONLY CCP CHAIRMAN BY TITLE WAS 
MENTIONED - AS IF IN PREPARATION FOR CHAIRMAN’S DEATH. 

AFTER MAO, GAP IS LIKELY AND POSSIBLY MAJOR STRUGGLE 
BEFORE NEW CHAIRMAN IS NAMED. 

TO BRADSHER, IT IS CURIOUS MILITARY COMMAND POWER HANDED 
MAO. JUST HOW IT MIGHT BE EXERCISED IN EVENT OF RELUCTANCE 
BY GOVT APPARATUS TO COOPERATE, OR OUTRIGHT DISAGREEMENT 
AND CONFLICT OVER WHAT PLA SHOULD DO, AS DURING GPCR, 

WAS LEFT UNCLEAR. INSISTS COMMUNIQUE SHOWED NO DIS- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TINCTION BETWEEN PEKING AVERSION TOWARD BOTH SOVIET 
AND US; OUR ASSUMPTIONS THAT CHINA FAVORS US OVER SOVIET 
"FOUND NO SUBSTANTIATION" IN NPC SESSION OR CONSTITUTION 
(JAN 20). 

IN FIFTH OF SERIES OF PHILA BULLETIN EXCERPTS ON PRC 
VISIT WITH GOV SHAPP, HIS WIFE RECOUNTS WITNESSING 
ACUPUNCTURE TREATMENT - MYSTERY OF WHICH IS "IT WORKS.” 

MRS. SHAPP FOUND ONE THING ABSOLUTELY CERTAIN IN CHINA: 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH MAO’S DIRECTIVES, COUNTRY IS EXPANDING 
ITS TRADITIONAL MEDICAL LORE, COMBINING IT WITH MOST 
RECENT ADVANCES IN MODERN MEDICINE (JAN 16). IN FINAL 
REPORT (JAN 17), SUMMARIZES IMPRESSIONS OF CHINA. ADMITS 
AWARENESS THAT "OUR EXPERIENCES WERE SELECTED," EVEN 
THOUGH "WE ENUMERATED" KINDS OF THINGS DESIRED TO SEE. 
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ALSO CONCEDES POSSIBILITY THEY VISITED "DEMONSTRATION" 
SCHOOLS, COMMUNES, TOP-NOTCH HOSPITALS, OR THAT WHAT 
THEY SAW REPRESENTED NORM FOR URBAN AND SUBURBAN EASTERN 
CHINA. NEVERTHELESS, MOST OVERWHELMING IMPRESSION IS 
THAT CHINA IS INCREASINGLY POWERFUL NATION WITH EVERGROWING
